ting boys to work on farms greatly ap- 
pealed to the state authorities last 
year and they went ahead with their 
plans, but later they found that the 
farmers didn't want high school boys. 
The average farmer looked upon the 
high school boy as good for little more 
than stealing apples, etc., while the 
boy, on the other hand, regards the 
farmer as a "hick" and "hayseed." La-

R. R. Wage Commission Re- 


ports Result Astonishing— 
1,980,000 R. R. Employes 


WASHINGTON, March 7—The most 


extensive 
investigation 
into 
living 


costs ever undertaken in this country 
has been made by the railroad wage 
commission in its search for informa- 
tion on which to base recommenda- 
tions for wage increases. More than 
900 newspapers and every chamber of 
commerce in the United States were 
called on by the commission to furnisli 
data on the rise on prices. 


"The resuit was astonishing:," Secre- 
tary Lane, chairman, said today. "We 
round some families saving money on 
incomes of $800 a year." 


Elaborate charts of wages paid by 
railroads have been made, showing 
Jiat in the United States approximate- 
ly one per cent of all railroad workers 
receive about thirty dollars a month, 
the percentage increasing as wages 
advance until iiy= per'cent arc paid 
from $61 to 565 a month. Men receiv- 
ing $150 a month or more total less 
than one per cent of the entire num- 
ber. 


For the first time in history an ac- 
curate census of all railroad workers 
has been taken, showing that 1,980,000 
men and women are employed in trans- 
portation.

SAYS MAURICE 


LONDON, March 7.—The Germans are

Press yesterday. 


The Germans now have 16 divisions 


more than the allies in the west, he 
said, but this does not mean that they 
are in superior strength, as the allied 
divisions are numerically larger. 


'Gen. Maurice said the entente forces 


still hold the superjority in rifles, guns 
and aircraft, but that this superiority 
s diminishing". 


"I have said heretofore that a Ger- 


man offensive was

ikely, because the Germans required 
ime to prepare new troops," said Gen. 
Taurice, "but these major preparations 
re now more or less complete and the 
nemy can attack whenever ho com- 
letes his local 
preparations. 


"It is now to those local prepara- 


tions that we must look for indications 
of an approaching- attack. 
These in- 


dications are not always easy to gauge. 
We have now reached a eta^e when you 
cannot prophesy. If the enemy wishes 
to attack there is nothing to prevent."

been placed on the statute booli as the 
culmination of a long struggle. 


•When Parnell was assailed, Mr. Red- 


rnond became the champion of 
the 


great leader. Gifted with clear fore- 
sight,- he realized that no man of that 
day could take Parnell's place or com- 
mand so much influence as a leader. 
But Painell was pulled down neverthe- 
less, and he passed away soon after.

Parnell combined. Thai he was bit- 
terly assailed since the opening of the 
war by a section of the people to whom 
he devoted his talents and his life, 
was due to the fact that he trusted 
England's promises and was betrayed.

THE CANNING OF IT 


The women who did such splendid 


work in canning last year are now ask- 
ng whether they will 
have

As a result of that action the ar- 


rangement was made that if a bill be 
.vetoed by the lords and passed in three 
successive years by the commons, it 
becomes law after the third passage 
on receiving the signature of the king. 
That was the way in which the home 
rule act became law. But Sir. Red- 
mond had secured the most sweeping 
reforms ever granted to Ireland. 
In- 


deed the changes which be and the 
party of which he was the leader, se- 
cured amounted in reality to a peaceful 
.resolution. The agricultural 
laborers 


were provided for in 50,000 commodious 
and sanitary cottages; 
the 
old mud 


hovels being thus banished. The peo- 
ple of the congested districts were 
moved to productive farms and finally 
an act was passed expropriating the 
landlords and compelling them to sell 
to the tenants. The government ad- 
vanced the sum of S500.000.000 for this 
purpose and the instalments were scat- 
tered ever so many years that they 
.formed but a mere fraction of the an- 
nual rental. 
Over two-thirds of the 


people had purchased 
their holdings 


before the war broke out whnn the gov- 
ernment ceased to advance money for 
that purpose. 


In addition Mr. Redmond 
secured 


important educational reforms and the 
establishment of a national university 
which had been fought for since the 
days of O'Connell. Old age pensions 
alone brought vast relief to the people 
of Ireland. 
The parents who were 


formerly supported largely by their 
sons and daughters in America were 
<Jius enabled to support 
themselves. 


Moreover, as a result of the changes 
in the land laws, they no longer found 
it necessary to rely upon friends in 
America for money to pay the rents. 
So great were the expenditures thus 
made for Ireland that the revenues 
before the war were not sufficient to 
meet the outlays and the balance was 
paid from the British exchequer. 


Redmond was a constructive states- 


man who wanted to see peace and set- 
tled conditions in Ireland, something 
to which the country has long been a 
stranger. 


After the outbreak of 
the 
war in 


11*14, the home rule bill being in the 
•balance, there was danger 
that 
it 


would not be signed and it was only 
after weeks of Importunity that Mr. 
Hedmond succeeded in having the king 


. sign it. 


That bill Is a better measure thnn It 


is generally credited to be, and had it 
gone into effect, there would be no 
trouble in Ireland today.

ROGERS^ BILL 


Would Pay Cost of Men II 


on Furloughs 


-, WASHINGTON. March 7—Reimburse 
ment for officers, enlisted men and civ- 
ilian employes in the military service 
who may be taken ill while on fur- 
lough, is provided in a bill Introduced 
yesterday by Representative 
Roger; 


which is understood to have the ap- 
proval of the surg-eon. general's de- 
partment. 
Such illness or disability 


however, must have originated in the 
service and in line of duty. 


The measure provides that" the sec- 
retary of war may reimburse such men 
for actual disbursements for treatment 
in private hospital and services by civ- 
ilian physicians while on furlough, if 
originating- as specified. 


According- to Mr. Rogers, the bill 


was suggested to himL by the experi- 
ences of several soldiers from Massa- 
chusetts, who were taken 
ill while 


home on furlough from troubles orig- 
inating while in service and who were 
obliged to pay physicians and hospital 
charges out of their own pockets, be- 
cause not actually on duty while ill. 


In one Instance, he says a young 


man was taken ill in camp and his 
mother was advised to take him home 
for treatment. 
This was lone, yet he 


had to pay his own expenses, although 
he actually had been ill in camp and 
had been recommended for removal to 
his home. 


In correspondence between Mr. Rog- 


ers and the surgeon general's office, 
it, developed that the latter had favored 
such a law, but congress had neglected 
to enact it.

BOSTON, March 7.—A telegram from 


Quartermaster General Goethals yes- 
terday notified the Boston Wool Trade 
association that Charles J. Nichols of 
Hill & Nichols, 200 Summer street, is 
appointed to represent the government 
in the purchase of imported wool which 
It is to take for the army under the 
options which It proposes to exercise. 


President Abraham Koshlajid of the 


association, who headed the committee 
which visited Washing-ton, denied upon 
his return yesterday the reports the 
committee had protested the govern- 
ment plan. ; "The committee offered 
aid and co-operation in every possible 
way." he said, "and no protest of any 
kind was made." 


Though th.8 government, under a sys- 


tem which went into effect Dec. IS, 
1917, allows wool imports only under 
government license which gives federal 
right to purchase any imports at the 
market quotations of July SO, 1917, the 
present exercise of the option affects 
only South American wool of certain 
grades. 
This Is the only wool suitable 


for the government's needs. The gov- 
ernment will require a'bout 25,000,000 
pounds, it is estimated. 


The application of the grovernment's 


option has discouraged wool imports 
from South America 
since Dec. 15. 


Prices are much higher in the South 
American markets than they were on 
July 30 and importers have hesitated 
to buy with the certainty that they 
would have to take a loss if the gov- 
ernment resorted to its option. Noti- 
fication on Feb. 27 that the option was 
to be enforced caused some dealers to 
cancel orders for wool which had not 
been started forward. 
It is possible 


that private imports will not supply 
the government demands and that the 
government may have to go into the 
South American market at prevailing 
quotations. 


The quantity of wool which the gov- 


ernment Is to take in this transaction 
will probably not greatly affect 
the 


production of clothes for civilians, wool 
men said yesterday. 
It Is only a frac- 


tion of the country's supply, which last 
year was mole than 600,000,000 pounds, 
imported and domestic.

The completion of the full program of

The stationary engineers and fire- 


men employed by the water depart- 
ment have been granted an increase in 
wages, the former 60 cents a day and 
the latter, 25 cents. The increase went 
into effect last Monday morning.. This 
statement was given out by Commis- 
sioner Brown this morning after he 
had been informed of the meeting of 
the Stationary Engineers' union, which 
took place last evening 
and during 
which it was stated that unless an in- 
crease of 50 cents was granted, a strike 
would be declared. 


Mr. Brown said that 
sometime in 


January tho engineers were granted 
an increase of 50 cents a day with the 
understanding that as soon as the ap- 
propriations were made out, if ho re- 
ceived enough money ho would give 
them an additional 50 cents a day. He 
believed that the engineers could" have 
waited a few days before airing the 
matter of wages at a meeting, or at 
least they should have conferred with 
him before speaking about a strike. 


The engineers up to this week were 


receiving S4.60 a day or $27 a week-, 
while the firemen were receiving S3.75 
a day or $22.50 a week and from now 
on tho engineers' pay will be $5 a day 
or $30 a week, while that of tho fire- 
men will bo $4 a day or $24 a week.

Working Reserve and had aided great- 
ly in the farm labor problem. 


Mr. Dow said that the idea of put- 


ting boys to work on farms greatly ap- 


pealed to the ' state authorities last 
year and they Went ahead with their 
plans, but later they found that the 
fanners didn't want high school' boys. 
The average farmer looked upon the 
high school boy as good for little more 
than stealing apples, etc., while the 
hoy, 
on the other hand, regards 
the 


farmer as a- "'hick" and "hayseed." La- 
ter the farmer discovered that the boys 
could and would make good in farm 
work and the boys found out that it 
took brains to farm and that in many 
cases the farmer for whom they work- 
ed had more brains than their own 
parents. 


The speaker then went into detail in 


regard to the three divisions which the 
state authorities made 
of the

school farm labor; First, the boys who 
worked on the farms of their fathers; 
secondly, the boys who went out in 
ones or twos to work on other people's 
farms; and thirdly, the boys who were 
members of the farming camps of the 
state.

these camps several farmers got to- 
gether and agreed to furnish labor for 
at least 25 boys and pay them a mini- 
mum wage of $1.50 a day and board.

costs .ever undertaken in this country 
has been made by the railroad wage 
commission in its search for informa- 
tion on which to base recommemla 
tibns for wage increases. More than 
900 newspapers and every chamber of 
commerce in the United States Wen 
called on by the commission to furnisl 
data on the rise on prices. , 


"The result was astonishing," Secre- 


tary Lane, chairman, said today. "We 
found some families saving money on 
incomes of $SOO a year." 


Elaborate charts of wages paid by 


railroads have been made, showing 
that in the United States approximate- 
ly one per cent.of all railroad workers' 
receive about thirty dollars a month, 
the percentage increasing as wages 
advance until_9% per cent are paid 
from $61 to ?6o a month. 
Men receiv- 


ing $150 a month or more total less 
than one per cent of the entire num- 
ber.

JOHN E. REDMOND 


Like the falling of a great oak in 


the forest before the fury of, the gale 
is the death of Hon. John E. Redmond, 
for over twenty years the chosen leader 
/of the Irish National party.

many another great Irishman he died

been placed on the statute book as 'the 
culmination of a long struggle. 


When Parnell was assailed, Mr. Red- 


mond became the champion of 
the 


great leader. 
Gifted with clear fore- 


.sight,, he realized that no man of that 
day could take Parnell's place or com- 
mand so much influence as a leader. 
But Parnell was pulled down neverthe- 
less, and he passed away soon after. 
Justin McCarthy became leader in 1S96 
'but after a time resigned and the man- 
tle of Parnell fell upon Mr. Redmond. 


Mr. Redmond had a clear vision of 


Ireland's greatest needs and proceeded 
to provide for them one by one. 
The 


defeat of Gladstone's second home rule 
bill taught him that*no such measure 
could become law until the veto power 
.of the house of lords was abolished or 
restricted. 


;Astute parliamentarian that he was, 


he watched an opportunity to force the 
fight against the lords on an English 
rather than an Irish issue, and accord- 
ingly in 1.910 when the lords amended 
a money bill contrary to constitutional 
custom, Mr. Redmond demanded that 
the :\reto power of the lords should be 
curtailed or abolished and Premier As- 
quith yielded the point'agreeing to cre- 
ate a sufficient number of new peers 
to carry the measure through the upper 
house. The London Times commenting 
on this said: 


"Mr. Redmond has had his own -way 


in every particular and the country 
may now see, if it has not seen before, 
.who is its real master. Mr. Asquith 
last night drank the cup of humiliation 
to the dregs, and gravely lowered the 
dignity of his great office, when at the 
dictation of the Irish leader, he an- 
nounced his intention of asking thd 
crown to allow him to override the 
possible opposition of the house of lords 
by a wholesale creation of peers." 


As a result of that action the ar-

Sir Eric Geddes, first lord of

rangement was made that if a bill be 
vetoed by the lords and passed in three 
successive years by the commons, it 
becomes law after the third passage 
on receiving the signature of the king.

But Mr. Red- 
mond had secured the most sweeping 
reforms ever granted to Ireland.

deed the changes which lie and the 
party of which he was the leader, se- 
cured amounted in reality to a peaceful 
resolution. The agricultural

were provided for in 50,000 commodious 
and sanitary cottages; the old mud 
hovels being thus banished. The peo- 
ple of the 
congested districts were 


moved to productive farms and finally 
an act was passed expropriating the 
landlords and compelling them to sel'. 
to the tenants. The government ad- 
vanced the sum of $500,000,000 for this 
purpose and the instalments were scat- 
tered ever so many years that they 
formed but a mere fraction of the an- 
nual rental. 
Over two-thirds of the 


people had purchased 
their holdings 


before the war broke out when the gov 
crnhient ceased to advance money fo 
that purpose. 


In addition Mr. Redmond securec 


important educational reforms and th 
establishment of a national university 
which had been fought for since the 
days of O'Connell. Old age pensions 
alone brought vast relief to the people 
of Ireland. 
The parents who were 


formerly supported largely by their 
sons and daughters in America were 
thus enabled to support themselves 
Moreover, as a result of the changes 
in the land laws, they no longer found 
it necessary to rely upon friends 
America for money to pay the rents. 
So great were the expenditures thus 
made for Ireland that the revenues 
before the war were not sufiicient to 
meet the outlays and the balance was 
paid from the British exchequer. 


Redmond was a constructive states- 


man who wanted to see peace and set- 
tied conditions in Ireland, something 
to which the country has long been a 
stranger.

be converted into factories after 
the 


v/ar. If the war department and other 
federal government branches have no 
use for the plant after the restoration 
of peace, Massachusetts will be given 
the first option-'upon the property. 


Two Immense Railroad Yards 


The terminal will not only provide a 


great impetus to Boston export trade 
after the war, but .will mean 
an im- 


mense enlargement of rail facilities here 
especially on the New Haven lines. 


The plans are for two Immense rail- 


road yards in South Boston to handle 
the steady stream of supplies. Double 
tracks will run along the edge of the 
pier to unload direct from the cars to 
the ships, double tracks will be located 
between the pier sheds and storehouse 
and three tracks will be laid along- thj 
land side of the storehouse, with unre- 
stricted provisions for simultaneous un- 
loading. 


There will also be a supporting yard 


with a 200-car capacity, with 10 miles 
of track in the open land between the 
Fish pier and the new terminal, and a 
much larger 
Classification 
yard 
and 


"hump" in the fllled-in South Bay dis- 
trict, near Southampton street. 


The "neck of the bottle," the vital 


connecting link, will be the "cut" which 
crosses South Boston, connecting tha 
freight yards of the New Haven with 
the main lines. 
This is rapidly being- 


enlarged to a four-track line, capable of 
handling- all the freight coming into 
Boston on the New Haven lines. 


Six steamers of from 8000 to 
30,000 


tons capacity will be able to load at the 
same time at the great dock to be con- 
structed, and it is planned that when 
the terminal ia in full operation 5000 
tons of supplies will arrive and leave 
the pier in a single day. A power housa 
for the operation of the elevators and 
cranes will be built at the harbor end 
of the storehouse. 


The new terminal will be a reser- 
voir of supplies to facilitate shipping. 
Consignments of freight to go over- 
seas will first be sorted in the South 
Bay classification yards and cars bound 
for the terminal will be made up into 
trains and shifted through the cut to 
the supporting- yards to be sorted and 
classified again, after which the trains 
will run to the discharging platforms 
on the pier below.
